To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 
Mr  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  pleasure  to  submit  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  urban  district  for  the  year  1967.  During  this  year  I 
was  your  Medical  Officer  for  only  the  last  three  and  a half  months, 
having  succeeded  Dr  J.  Ferguson  who  had  given  a long  and 
valuable  service  to  Bentley.  I would  like  to  thank  Dr  Ferguson 
for  enabling  the  change  to  be  made  smoothly  and  for  leaving  an 
efficient  organisation  and  staff. 

When  looking  over  the  Vital  Statistics  it  is  well  to  remember 
that  the  figures  are  small  and  could  fluctuate  widely  from  one 
year  to  the  next  without  necessarily  being  statistically  significant 
though  it  is  satisfying  if  the  figures  show  a steady  improvement 
over  the  years. 

The  report  shows  that  the  services  to  the  aged  increased  in 
1967  and  that  the  health  of  the  children  continues  to  improve. 
The  administration  of  measles  vaccine  should  reduce  the  inci- 
dence of  this  troublesome,  and  at  times  disabling,  disease. 

Though  the  work  at  the  clinics  continues  to  be  advisory  there 
is  a perceptible  move  into  the  field  of  developmental  paediatrics 
where  variations  from  normal  development  are  detected  early. 
This  is  particularly  important  in  hearing  and  visual  defects  where 
treatment  needs  to  be  started  when  the  child  is  young.  There  is 
also  increasing  activity  in  the  search  for  other  diseases  of  child- 
hood by  simple  routine  tests. 

The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr  Hay,  has  shown  in  his 
report  the  increasing  diversity  in  the  work  of  the  public  health 
inspector  and  I am  indebted  to  him  for  his  help  not  only  as  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector  and  Secretary  to  the  Old  People’s  Welfare 
Committee  but  for  sharing  with  me  his  intimate  knowledge  of  the 
district  and  the  people.  I would  also  like  to  express  my  gratitude 
to  Mrs  Wright  and  Mr  Vallance,  the  Chief  Clerks  in  the  Bentley 
Health  Department  and  the  Divisional  Health  Department  respec- 
tively, who  have  guided  my  footsteps  in  the  first  months  in  my 
new  post. 

Finally  I would  like  to  thank  you,  Mr  Chairman,  and  the 
Members  of  the  Council  for  the  courtesy  and  encouragement 
shown  to  me  in  the  last  three  months  of  1967.

The  Birth  Rate  in  1967  increased  and  there  was  an  increase 
in  the  still  birth  rate.  Both  these  increases  were  contrary  to  the 
national  trend.  It  is  pleasing  to  note  a decrease  in  the  infant 
mortality  rate  for  this  has  frequently  been  used  in  the  past  as  an 
index  of  the  social  conditions  in  the  area.  It  is  also  noteworthy 
that  80%  of  the  deaths  in  infants  were  caused  by  prematurity  or 
congenital  defect.

DEATHS  FROM  ROAD  ACCIDENTS  AND  OTHER  VIOLENT 
CAUSES 

There  were  six  fatal  road  traffic  accidents  in  the  area,  one 
suicide,  and  three  people  lost  their  lives  through  other  accidents. 

The  death  rate  for  the  area  fell  slightly  in  1967,  but  the  major 
causes  of  death  remained  the  same,  Coronary  Thrombosis, 
Cancer  and  Vascular  Lesions  of  the  Central  Nervous  System. 
Coronary  thrombosis,  which  is  regarded  as  a disease  of  modern 
civilisation,  accounted  for  one  in  every  six  deaths,  with  males  pre- 
dominant. The  lungs  were  once  again  the  commonest  site  for 
cancer,  and  bronchitis  accounted  for  every  twelfth  death.  It  is 
a sad  fact  that  despite  all  the  evidence  showing  the  hazards  of 
smoking,  the  tobacco  consumption  in  this  country  continues  to 
rise. 
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I have  also  noticed  that  both  deaths  from  pulmonary  tubercu- 
losis occurred  in  men  over  the  age  of  65.  This  is  similar  to  other 
parts  of  the  country  where  most  deaths  from  this  disease  are  in 
the  older  age  groups.

COMMENTS  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS 
Population  and  Birth  Rate 

The  steady  increase  in  the  population  of  the  district  was 
again  maintained,  the  figure  for  1967  being  23,650  as  compared 
with  23,510  for  1966. 

The  illegitimate  live  births  increased  to  57,  as  compared 
with  the  figure  of  45  in  the  previous  year.  The  Moral  Welfare 
Committee  of  the  Archdeaconry  of  Doncaster  and  Rotherham 
continued  to  be  most  helpful  in  these  cases,  and  arranged  with 
financial  assistance  from  the  West  Riding  County  Council,  accom- 
modation for  unmarried  mothers  in  homes,  when  requested. 

Approximately  every  eighth  child  in  the  district  is  illegitimate 
which  is  a slight  increase  on  the  previous  year’s  figures.

(c)  Maternity  Home  Accommodation 

With  the  increasing  number  of  early  discharge  cases 
from  the  Maternity  Units  it  has  been  possible  to  increase  the 
number  of  mothers  admitted  to  hospital  for  confinement.  During 
1967,  82  per  cent  of  all  births  took  place  in  a Maternity  Unit, 
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compared  with  79  per  cent  in  previous  years.  With  the  new 
maternity  hospital  at  present  being  built  in  Doncaster  the  number 
of  hospital  births  is  almost  certain  to  increase  as  the  facilities 
improve.  This  results  in  the  domiciliary  midwife  occupying  a 
large  proportion  of  her  time  looking  after  early  discharge  cases 
from  hospital.

Co-operation  with  General  Practitioners 

There  has  always  been  a close  co-operation  by  all  nursing 
services  and  general  practitioners,  particularly  with  Home  Nurses 
and  Midwives.  It  is  the  firmly  established  policy  of  the  West 
Riding  to  have,  wherever  possible,  attachment  of  Home  Nurses, 
Midwives  and  Health  Visitors  to  general  practitioners  and  during 
1968  it  is  intended  to  make  a start  in  attachment  of  staff.  This, 
however,  does  give  rise  to  problems  particularly  in  the  attach- 
ment of  Health  Visiting  Staff  because  of  the  number  of  separate 
practices  and  the  shortage  of  health  visitors.  It  has  been  found 
that  the  attachment  of  local  authority  staff  to  general  practices 
has  been  successful  in  other  parts  of  the  county  and  the  country 
and  helps  to  give  a better  service  to  the  people. 
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4.  Home  Helps 

The  equivalent  of  84  full-time  Home  Helps  are  employed  in 
the  Division  and  during  1967  they  attended  1,259  cases,  working 
a total  of  174,  505  hours.

(2)  MEALS  SERVICE 

This  scheme  commenced  as  long  ago  as  1956  in  an  attempt 
to  assist,  in  a small  way,  in  the  problem  of  the  nutrition  of  the 
aged,  and  has  continued  to  expand.  The  number  receiving  this 
benefit  has  increased  from  the  original  figure  of  11  to  the  figure 
of  48  meals  per  week. 
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The  food,  paid  for  by  the  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee, 
with  subsidies  from  the  West  Riding  County  Council,  is  collected 
from  the  specified  shops  in  the  area  by  the  Home  Help  who  also 
cooks  and  serves  the  meal  in  the  recipient’s  own  home  before 
leaving.  In  addition  to  the  food  a half  pint  of  milk  is  also  supplied 
per  person. 

Recommendations  for  the  scheme  are  from  the  Health 
Visitors. 

The  number  of  meals  served  during  the  year  was  2,523,  and 
compared  with  the  1966  figure  of  2,172,  and  again  with  the  figure 
of  526  meals  in  the  first  year  of  operation,  it  can  be  appreciated 
the  enormous  increase  in  the  amount  of  effort  required  for  all 
involved.  The  scheme  is  not  easy  to  run  and  the  personnel 
involved  are  justified  in  their  pride  of  its  success. 


(3)  LAUNDRY  SERVICE 

(a)  The  Homestead

Both  these  centres  are  equipped  with  washing  machines 
and,  in  the  case  of  Queen’s  View,  a drying  machine,  for  dealing 
with  the  washing  of  incontinent  persons  and  in  certain  cases  for 
the  washing  of  persons  unable  to  cope  or  make  other  satisfactory 
arrangements. 

The  machines  were  in  operation  for  339  hours  during 
the  year  and  the  cases  are  recommended  by  the  Home  Nurses.

Thirty  blankets  were  laundered  at  the  local  laundry 
during  the  year  compared  with  25  during  1966.  The  cost  of  the 
concessionary  price  of  one  shilling  per  blanket  was  borne  by  the 
Committee.

There  are  now  four  Recreation  Rooms  open  in  the  area, 
and  they  all  operate  on  similar  lines — being  open  to  any  aged 
person  residing  in  the  area  and  a Committee  of  aged  persons 
organising  the  social  activities.  All  the  events  are  supported 
with  zeal,  and  the  year’s  activities  reached  a climax  with  the 
Christmas  festivities. 

All  the  centres  are  well  furnished  and  equipped — 
including  television  sets  and  pianos.  “ Queen’s  View  ” differs 
from  the  other  three  centres  in  that  there  is  a flat  above  for  the 
resident  Warden/Caretaker  with  an  inter-communication  system 
with  the  surrounding  bungalows. 

The  handicraft  classes  have  been  extended  and  all  four 
classes  are  extremely  well  attended  by  the  ladies  of  the  area, 
much  of  the  work  being  exhibited  at  the  Annual  Exhibition 
arranged  by  the  Don  Valley  Further  Education  Department. 

(7)  WARDEN  SERVICE  FOR  THE  AGED 

This  year  has  seen  the  warden  service  firmly  established  and 
preparations  being  made  for  an  expansion  to  cover  all  the  areas 
in  the  Urban  District.  The  success  of  this  scheme  is  largely  due 
to  the  work  done  by  the  wardens  themselves  who  have  shown 
outstanding  kindness  and  consideration  for  the  elderly  persons 
under  their  supervision.

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS 
AND  OTHER  DISEASES 

I am  pleased  to  note  that  the  number  of  children  in  the 
division  receiving  protection  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping 
Cough,  Tetanus,  Poliomyelitis  and  Smallpox  remains  at  a high 
level  and  it  is  hoped  that  by  using  a central  computer  for  the 
West  Riding  that  at  least  90%  of  children  will  receive  protection 
against  the  aforementioned  diseases. 

No  serious  infectious  diseases  were  notified  during  the 
year  but  this  is  not  taken  as  a sign  to  relax  vigilance,  particularly 
in  the  field  of  food  hygiene  nor  to  reduce  our  efforts  to  seek  100% 
protection  against  diseases  which  are  endemic  and  where  a 
satisfactory  vaccine  exists.

During  the  year  there  were  two  deaths  attributed  to 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  giving  a death  rate  of  008  per  1,000 
population. 

Eleven  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified 
compared  with  four  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  three 
cases  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  in  1966.

Care  and  After-Care  of  Tuberculosis  and  Chest  Conditions 

A special  Committee  for  this  purpose  has  been  established 
for  several  years.  The  Committee  consists  of  lay  members  and 
representatives  of  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  in  Doncaster 
and  District.  Financial  assistance  is  given  to  the  Committee  by 
the  West  Riding  County  Council  and  the  Doncaster  County 
Borough. 

It  has  been  possible  to  help  many  cases  with  clothing, 
bedding,  etc.  The  Committee  carries  out  most  useful  work  and 
the  advice  of  the  special  Health  Visitors  for  Tuberculosis  is 
always  available. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Consultant  Physician,  milk 
is  provided  free  to  all  active  Tuberculosis  patients.  Details  of  the 
action  taken  under  the  provisions  of  this  scheme  are  given  below:
